The members of the city council at 
the meeting last evening placed them ­ 
selves on record ms being more fav­ 
orable to a lesser premium, which is 
unconditional, than a larger one. with 
several stream ers, when it comes to 
the sale of bonds.

bank, which offered an unconditional 
bid of $357. 
Prior to the m eeting of council last 
evening the m em bers gathered in th* 
auditor's office and went over the bids 
that had been received.

er was also present and it was the 
opinion of all th at it would be better 
to accept a bid which was uncondi 
tional, even though the premium m ight 
not he so large, than

chance of a bond company peddling 
the bonds over the country while their 
attorneys were looking up their Ic 
guilty, a tul who might afterw ard throw 
the bonds back on the city. 
The only entirely unconditional bid 
of the ten received was that of the

Japanese Said to Have De­ 


stroyed Two Russian W ar­ 


ships There. 


BATTLE LASTED FOUR HOURS 


Japanese Vessels Are Reported to Be 


Slightly Damaged— Another Version 


6aya Russian Ships Struck Their 


Colors Without Firing a Shot. 


Tokio, Feb. IO.—It is reported here 
that the Japanese fleet engaged and 
defeated two Russian warships whoso 
names have not yet been learned a t 
Chemulpo. 
It is said the engagem ent 
began at l l a. rn. and continued until 
3 p. rn. 
The sm aller Russian vessel 
is reported to have been sunk and the 
larger one fired and hopelessly d is­ 
abled. A part of the crew is reported 
to have escaped to the shore and to 
have been captured. 
The Japanese ships are reported to 
be slightly damaged.

firmation of the report is unobtain­ 
able. 
It was reported th at the Rus­ 
sian 
cruisers 
Korietz

were lying at Chemulpo, and it is pos­ 
sible that they were the vessels re­ 
ported to have been engaged.

Feb. IO.—In a dispatch 
from Tien Tsin, dated Feb. 9, a cor­ 
respondent of the Dally Mail says it 
is reported there th at the Russian 
cruisers Veriag and Korietz hauled 
down their flags w ithout firing a shot 
and th at 8,000 Japanese im mediately 
landed a t Chemulpo and the m arch to 
Seoul commenced. 
It was reported from Pekin th at the 
Japanese had 
disembarked a t Che­ 
mulpo. One division of the Japanese 
holds Fusan and Chemulpo, and alto­ 
gether three divisions of the Japanese 
guards, each of 12,000 men, have bean 
mobilized. 
Another correspondent of the Daily 
Mall telegraphs from Port A rthur un­ 
der date of Feb. 9 th at the Russian

commenced. 
G eneral 
Krastallnsky has left Llao-Hang for 
the Yalu river at the head of the third 
brigade of artillery, consisting of 21 
guns and three regim ents of infantry.

News of Japanese Victory Read W ith 
Pleasure at Berlin. 
Berlin, Feb. IO.—Japan’s initial suc­ 
cess in the attack with torpedo boats 
on the Russian fleet off Port Arthur 
produced a deep impression both on 
the people and military 
and naval 
critics here. Groups gathered around 
the distributers of the “extras” In the 
streets and read the news almost with 
exclamations of gladness. 
The com­ 
ment at the marine department was 
that. even the temporary disablement 
of three warships placed the Russians 
at a great disadvantage. It was added 
that the torpedoing of the enemy's 
vessels lying under powerful land bat­ 
teries must have been carried out 
daringly and skilfully. 
As Viceroy Alexieff did not mention 
any Japanese losses in his first dis­ 
patch, the common talk of the naval

curities from Destroying Element— 


Aoldiers Still Guard Smoking Ruins. 


Baltimore, Feb. 
IO.—Amid 
ruins 
Still hot and smoking, Baltimore bas 
begun it* resurrection. 
It was a day 
of conferences. 
The governor, the 
mayor and various municipal officials 
met and threshed out the problems 
that are theirs by virtue of public of­ 
fice. From this conference came a de­ 
cision that Baltimore for the present 
needs no outside help. At this confer­ 
ence was developed the machinery 
for an advisory legislative committee 
to act In conjunction with the legis­ 
lature. 
The military officials had unusual 
problems to decide and solved them in 
a military manner, for every pass that 
has been issued giving entrance to the 
fire lines was ‘revoked. 
No civilian 
may pass the cordon of soldiers which 
stretches around the fire swept desert 
where lay safes and vaults containing 
untold treasure. 
The chamber of commerce held a 
general meeting and issued an an­ 
nouncement declaring “there are al­ 
ready such evidences of recuperation 
that all are encouraged in the hope of 
the early restoration of every branch 
of trade.” 
A great cloud was lifted when it 
was discovered that practically all of 
the vaults of the financial concern i 
whoso buildings were destroyed are 
unhurt. 
A tremendous loss in scour: 
ties had been anticipated here an I 
when vault after vault yielded up its 
treasures unharmed the joy of the 
guardians was boundless. 
Another surprise was the discovery 
that three financial concerns whosi 
homes were directly in the fierce-t 
sweep of the flames were practically 
unharmed. 
These were the 
Conti­ 
nental Trust company, Brown Broth­ 
ers’ bank and the Mercantile Trim* 
company. 
No one ventures to offer 
an explanation of the remarkable ©<• 
cape of These buildings in the center 
of a heat so Intense that metal trim ­ 
mings of tho skylights melted and 
dropped through onto the desks. 
In 
theMechanlca bank the time locks on 
th e vaults a:or© still running. 
Vast Treasures Unharmed. 
From one trust company’s 
safes 
alono papers to the amount of mo;*e 
than $200,000,000 were recovered. The 
news cheered the whole city and en­ 
couraged immediate and thorough in­ 
vestigation. 
As yet no figures on loss and insur­ 
ance that can be regarded as official 
are obtainable. 
A carot al can* ass of 
insurance experts, builders and busi­ 
ness men placed the loss in roue I 
figures at $125,000,000 and the insur­ 
ance at from eighty millions to ninety 
millions. 
It Is probable that these 
estimates will stand with slight change 
when the final figures 
ar© 
written. 
Much valuable property that lay in 
Monday’s fire path was saved by the 
prompt efforts of merchants, and in 
that section the stock losses will be 
lighter than elsewhere.

February 10.— Being gov­ 
ernor of a great, state like Ohio has 
its disadvantages. 
Perhaps 
no 
one 
who has held the office ever seriously 
objected to the trials and tribulations, 
but there are many phases of the du­ 
ties involved which are particularly 
trying, even to the best natured 
of 
men. 
There is a penalty even for be­ 
ing great, and a part of this is that 
the great man must suffer himself to 
he annoyed by other people. The other 
folks have solutions for the momen­ 
tous questions of m e day and the great 
man must listen to these remarks, to 
prove that he is great, lf for no other 
cause. 
That is part of the governor’s 
job. 
A single day as governor of Ohio 
would satisfy many, and a week In the 
office would send others to that quiet 
retreat west of the city where disor­ 
dered minds are treated. 
In a sense 
there is a sameness to it all, yet upon 
the stage of action there is a con­ 
stant change of actors. A few come 
in the fullness of their hearts to ex­ 
press felicitations 
to the governor, 
others come to tell him how to run his 
office, and still others point out 
the 
way the state could be bettered by the 
place of honor, but more particularly 
to a place having a salary attachment 
Naturally, following a change of ad 
ministration there is a great rush to 
the executive departm ent by would 
be statesmen, office holders and office 
seekers who forget In the present in 
stance that it is one friendly admin 
1st ration following another. 
All kinds 
of requests are made, and pressure of 
every conceivable 
kind 
brought 
to 
bear to cause the desired end to come 
to pass. 
And while it is possible 
to 
please but one man In each instance 
there are many more who must 
be 
hurt over the fact that It Is not possi­ 
ble to give the same place to a mini 
ber of individuals. 
Governor Myron T Herrick bas been 
a busy man since coming to Colum­ 
bus to assume the office as chief ex 
unitive df Ohio. A day with the gov­ 
ernor Is an Interesting one, not per 
haps so much to him as to the 
spec 
tutor. 
He is not an especially 
early 
riser, and 
he cannot be under the 
present fast and furious pace 
which 
has been forcer upon him by his ad­ 
mirers. 
Although perhaps he 
would 
prefer to be less In the public eye, he 
is in great demand and what time he 
has away from his duties could all ho 
consumed in a round of festivities if 
he would but lend himself to the de­ 
sires of those having these functions 
in charge. 
The governor’s 
favorite 
mode 
of 
travel is his automobile, a huge tour­ 
ing car, in which he is whirled 
from 
place to place by an expert chauffeur. 
The equipage is already 
becoming 
known upon 
the streets 
and as 
he 
passes along* the rem ark is frequently 
to be heard, "There is Governor H er­ 
rick.” 
leav in g his residence 
In the 
morning shortly after nine, he is driv­ 
en to the north gate of the capitol, 
where he proceeds to his office. 
He 
rarely rides alone, 
either 
going or 
coming. 
The governor arrives with uniform­ 
ity about 9:30 o’clock each 
morning, 
spending half an hour with the attach­ 
es of 
the department before the of­ 
fice is throw n open to the public. From

"upon exhibition.”

can talk over matters which interest 
him. 
Two o’clock finds him 
in 
his 
office again with the doors open to the 
great stream of statesmen. 
Tile 
af­ 
ternoons find fewer of the legislators 
about, 
but 
out-of-town 
delegations 
make 
their 
appearance 
in 
greater 
force and the time is fully occupied 
until 4 o'clock, when the outer door is 
swung shut with a bang tty Messenger 
Sidney 
Thompson, 
the 
governor's 
faithful attendant. 
When the office 
has 
been 
finally 
cleared of all who have entered before 
tho closing hour, the governor turns 
his attention to 
m atters of 
routine 
connected with the office. It is at ibis 
time that Secretary Galloway has his 
inning. During the day the secretary 
has been arranging m atters for the 
governor’s attention and alone togeth­ 
er those m atters which demand 
the 
chief executive’s 
personal considera­ 
tion are systematically placed 
before 


him and are quickly disposed of. 
All 
the governor’s ilia ii passes 
through 
the secretary’s hands before It reaches 
the governor, and if it is not of proper 
character or of sufficient importance, 
does not reach Governor 
Herrick at 
all. All the correspondence is‘ attend­ 
ed to by Secretary Galloway and 
an
